We
beileve society has a right and a
duty to say to every able-bodied
young man *“‘Work or you shali not
eat;"” for we believe that laziness
is the most curable of vices if taken
in time—and about the least cura-
ble when it has become chronic.

U-BOAT OPERATES
OFF CAPE COD

Four Barges Are Sunk and
Tug Is Burned By Ger-
man Raider.

Orleans, Mass.—A shell from a Ger-
man submarine lunded Sunday within
100 yards of the shore here. This took
place In the course of a one-sided fight
batween a glant Uboat and a tug and
its tow of four barges.

The submarine attacked the tug
Porth Amboy of the Lehigh Valley rall
road, and her four barges three miles
off this town on the southeastern el-
bow of Cape Cod.

The onesiden battle lasted an hour
and a half. The tug was burned to
the water's edge by shell fire, The
barges were sunk by gun fire,

Ot the 41 persons, Including three
women and flve children, on board,
three men wers wounded.

All accounts agreed that the subma-
rine's shooting was very bad. Her
torpedo work was no better. 8he
launched three torpedoes at the tug
and all went wild.

The attack was made only a few
miles from the naval aviation statlon
at Chatham. Three seaplanes attacked
the ralder with bombts. The fire was
roturned but the U-boat submerged
and was last seen heading south.

Austria Ruthless With Mutineers.
. London.—Serlous raevolts and mu-
tinles have tuken place in Hohemia
and Hungary. At Manaros-Szjet 150
officers and 500 Czecho-8lovaks who
mutinied were shot and 3000 arrested.

MEANS VICTORY

European Shortage Places Prob-
lem Before American Govern-
ment—Farsighted Policy

Adopted. ;
NEED 75,000,000 BU. WHEAT.

It Is the fapd problem over thers
that makes & food problem over hera
It we wished to be supremely selfish—
and stpremely shortsighted-—we could
go on eatiog an much an we like and
whetever we llke, without much diM-
culty or Intercuption—at least, unill
the Germans caie!

ut we are not doing things In that
selish und sulcidal way., We are iry
Ing to make a great common pool of
all of our food, and all of the food of
the milles, and all of the food we emb
get from South Amerienn and other
peutrsls, and dividing it up fairly
among Ameriea, England, France, Del
glum and Haly.

This does not mean (hat ail of the
people In the great pool are golng to
have the same rmtlon, but means that
we are (rylng to armbge to have
enough for everybody, so that the sol
dierg-—our soldlers and thelr soldlers—
will be well fed, as they have 1o be
to fght bhard and continuously, and
that the munitions workers and the
workers In all the other necessary In-
dustries, and the men and women &t
home will all have enough to keep
alive and well. It s ahsolutely neces
sury to do this If the war Is to be won,
and we are going to do It but It meand
planning, working, arranging. co-oper
ating. belng careful, not wasting, saw
Ing.

And [t means that each and every
one of us has got to help.

Now, we have enough and mere than
anough food for ourselves, and the
Government Is going to see to it that
we koep here at home a sufficient sup-
ply of every esssential kind of food te
support our pacple. But over there
they simply have not enough, Lerd
Rhondda, the English foed sentrellar,
recently cabled the Americai food ad.
ministrator, that unless we can send
the allles before the next uropean
harvest 78,000,000 bushals of wheat In
addition to what had besn sent up te
January 1 of this year he could not
sssure the people of the allles that
they would have a sufficlent supply of
fobd to carry on the war,

He did not say anything in this eahle
nhout the other food necessary, but
he has told of these newdy In other
cables—and by hin actions in England,
For example, his Iatest reguiation
compels n reduction of meat eating In
the Unlted Kingdom to a maximum of
one pound per week per person, this
poutid Including the hone and other
waste parts in the meat as bought In
the shop.

The nllles must have more wheat,
more meat, more fate, more dairy prod
vets, more sugnr, Thelr harvesis weare
very short—France had fess than hatf
her normal crop of wheat—anid the
avallphle shipping is small In amount

and eonstantly belng lessened by sub-.

marines, so that 1t s now practically
impossihle to use any shipa for the long
voynge necensary (o bring foml from
Auntralln and other remote markets,
The food must come chiefly from
Amerien, In specific Ngnres It I8 nee
eeenry for us to send 1o the allles
1L.100,000 tone of foodstuffs a month,
This Is n great responsthility and &
great problem.  The food must he
foutel, and niso the ships to earry It
Tt Ix belng done, but ean only eontinne
th he done hy the help and full en
operntion of all of us over our hrimd
Iaml.

To supply the whent necessary until
the next harvest, we mist redoce one
cansumpion hy from one-fourth rto
one-third ; we must cut down onr usunl
avernge cotisumption of meats and
fats by from 10 to 15 per cent, and

Over there they are tightening thelr
helts and doing everything they ean.
They are eating war bread; they are
cutting down their sugar In England
to two pounds per person per month,
and In France and laly to one poond-—
how much are you eating?=—and they
nre using ration cards for most of the
staplen.
